Tne performance of Ancient and Modern Music, under the ma- 
ragement of Sir George Smart, was well attended. On the last Ora- 
torio we were presented with sacred music alone, and we much re- 
gret a departure from this course. To mingle the sublime language 
of scripture with amatory poetry, and popular Scotch airs, must be 
regarded by a well regulated mind asindecent and offensive; custom 
cannot, aud ought not to sanction it. The Oratorio of last night 
was well performed ; Miss Paton sang ‘‘ O magnify the Lord,’ with 
her usual taste and sweetness. We must notice Miss Sterling in the 
Fantasia as exhibiting great brilliancy of execution; she was loudly 
applauded. Miss Stephens and Mr Braham’s “ Together let us range 
the fields,’’ was admirably given. Miss Paton was encored in ‘“‘ Bonny 
brave Scotland ;”” Miss Stephens in ‘“ Rest warrior rest,” and Mr. 
Braham in “ ‘The Blue Bonnets are over the Borders.”’

On Tuesday we announced the death of Mr. Incledon. He was a 
native of St. Keveran, in Cornwall, and descended frem a respectable 
family in the west of England. At an early age he was placed in the 
choir of Exeter Cathedral, and studied music under Jackson, the ce- 
lebrated composer, which situation he quitted, and entered on board 
the Formidable Man of War, of 98 guns, under the command of 
Captain, since rear Admiral Cleland. On the West India station he 
changed bis ship, and served on board the Raisonnable, of 64 guns, 
then commanded by Lord Harvey, where his vocal powers, and spright- 
liness of character, endeared him to the officers and men. In this 
ship he attracted the notice of Admiral Pigot, Commander of the 
Fleet, who frequently sent for Incledon, and sang catches and glees 
with him and Admiral Hughes ; he returned to England in 1783, whea 
Admiral Pigot, Lord Mulgrave, and Lord Harvey, gave him letters 
of recommendation to Mr. Sheridan, and the late Mr. Colman. His 
first appearance on the stage was at Southampton, as Alphonso, ia 
The Castle of Andalusia, 1734, In the next year he first appeared 
at Bath, as Belville, in Rosina, on the same night that Miss Brun- 
ton, afterwards Mrs. Merry, made her first dramatic essay in The 
Grecian Daughter, and his subsequent career as a singer at Vauxhall 
and Covent Garden Theatre, is too well known to need relation —He 
was for many years in the receipt of a large weekly salary, through- 
out the season, with an overflowing benefit in town, and had the most 
profitable provincial engagements during the recess, but could not 
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contrive, as most of his immediate contemporaries have done, to retire 
from the stage in the decline of life, with an honorable competency. 
Incledon was an amusing, if not an instructive companion, and in 
conversation, his mode of arguing, and drawing a conclusion, was of 
a most eccentric-and singular nature. He married two wives from 
Bath, by the first of whom he has left children ; he was of a benevo- 
lent disposition, and.on his own vocal abilities set the highest value, 
and could not, when turned of sixty, be brought to admit that they 
were so impaired by time, as to preclude his holding a prominent si- 
tuation on a London Theatre. 

That old and distinguished favorite, Mr. Knight, of Drury Lane 


Theatre, has had a relapse, and now lies dangerously ill.— Leeds 
Independent. 





Rerurn or Mr. Kean—The persecution and brutal violence with 
which this distinguished actor has been treated in some parts of Ame- 
rica, has, as might have been expected, excited the disgust of all the 
admirers of his genius. A committee has been formed, including the 
most distinguished members of his profession, to effect his return to 
this country.
